Permanent  Pastures  for  Spring  Sowing 

The  time  was,  and  it  has  not  been  so  very  long  ago,  that  any  old  piece  of  land,  that  wasn’t  of  use 
for  any  other  purpose,  and  that  would  not  grow  anything,  was  fenced  in,  was  allowed  to  grow  up  in 
“grass”,  and  was  called  “the  pasture.”  It  has,  however,  been  learned  that  in  order  for  the  pasture  to 
be  profitable,  it  must  be  well  located  and  drained,  that  it  must  be  well  prepared  and  sown  in  certain 
grasses.  During  the  past  few  years,  tremendous  strides  have  been  made  in  this  direction  in  the  South, 
until  now,  well-prepared  and  excellent  pastures  are  very  numerous. 

For  this  purpose,  it  is  advisable  to  sow  several  grasses  in  'combination.  This  affords  grazing  over  a 
longer  period  than  if  only  one  were  planted,  as  one  comes  on  after  the  other  has  reached  its  best.  In 
most  sections  of  the  South  a combination  of  10  lbs  Lespedeza,  6 lbs  Carpet  Grass,  and  5 lbs  Dallis 
Grass  work  well,  though  this  is  subject  to  change  under  certain  conditions  and  in  certain  sections.  We 
list  below  several  of  the  most  valuable. 


Carpet  Grass 

This  grass  reaches  its  perfection  on  light  and 
sandy  soils  of  the  Coastal  Plain.  It  is  a perennial 
that  spreads  by  creeping  stems  that  root  at  every 
joint,  forming  a dense  compact  sod.  It  will  stand 
severe  trampling  better  than  any  other  grass,  in 
fact  the  more  it  is  trampled,  the  more  it  spreads. 
It  is  entirely  a pasture  grass,  not  being  adapted  to 
hay.  It  does  not  have  under-ground  roots  like 
Bermuda,  and  therefore  can  easily  be  eradicated. 
Does  not  like  shade.  When  used  alone,  sow  12  lbs 
to  the  acre. 

Bermuda  Grass 

This  is  the  very  best  foundation  for  pastures 
in  the  South,  especially  on  clayey  soils.  Its  habit 
of  growth  is  well-known,  and  it  will  stand  either 
extended  droughts,  or  overflows.  On  rich  lands  or 
in  bottoms,  it  will  make  a growth  large  enough  for 
cutting  for  hay,  but  its  principle  value  is  as  a 
pasture  grass.  The  seed  should  be  sown  after  the 
ground  is  warm.  For  lands  liable  to  wash,  for  em- 
bankments, and  for  terraces,  Bermuda  is  without 
an  equal,  as  the  matted  roots  hold  the  soil  firmly 
in  place.  It  germinates  very  slowly,  and  ground 
should  be  extra  well  prepared,  the  seed  covered 
very  lightly,  and  firmly  rolled.  When  sown  alone, 
use  12  lbs  to  the  acre. 

Lespedeza 

A legume,  and  therefore  needs  lime  for  its 
best  development.  It  works  well  in  a combination, 
furnishing  excellent  grazing  during  the  summer  and 
early  fall,  and  the  feeding  value  is  very  close  to 
that  of  Alfalfa.  It  does  well  in  a pasture  on  thin 
or  sandy  lands,  but  on  better  lands  it  very  often 
makes  a good  hay  crop.  The  stems  are  very  slen- 
der and  the  quality  is  good.  When  sown  alone  use 
20  to  25  lbs  to  the  acre. 

Dallis  Grass 

Grows  best  on  fairly  heavy  and  somewhat 
moist  soils,  and  for  this  reason,  on  very  sandy  soils, 
Dallis  Grass  is  often  left  out  of  combinations.  It 
makes  a continuous  growth  during  the  summer,  and 
is  not  injured  by  close  grazing,  and  also  seems  to 
stand  moderate  frost,  affording,  therefore,  a long 
grazing  period.  It  does  not  spread  from  runners, 
but  grows  in  clumps.  When  the  clumps  are  very 
close  together,  the  growth  will  be  more  erect  than 
when  far  apart,  and  then  it  is  sometimes  grown 
for  hay,  but  its  principal  value  is  for  pasture. 
When  sown  alone,  use  10  lbs  to  the  acre. 


White  Dutch  Clover 

This  clover  works  well  in  a mixture  with  other 
clovers  or  grasses  throughout  the  central  South.  It 
makes  a close,  compact  growth,  covering  the  ground. 
It  generally  prefers  a fairly  heavy  soil,  not  too  dry, 
and  in  fact  does  its  best  in  wet  seasons.  Not  adapt- 
ed for  hay,  but  pasturage  only.  Sow  8 lbs.  to  the 
acre  alone,  or  4 lbs.  when  in  combination.
